Katoh Takayuki (US 5,408,188) discloses high-frequency probe structure (FIG. 
10) comprising at least two signal probe tips 9a, 9b and ground conductor 19 for testing 
electronic device 1 1 having signal contact pads 12a, 12b and ground portion 20. Katoh 
Takayuki lacks a ground probe having a ground contact surface positioned between two 
signal probe tips for contacting a contact region of the electronic device.
